SHEPPERD SHOULD STAY 


E d i t o r i a l 


The smoke of Veterans Land has largely been 


dispelled by time and the flaring of other fires, 
such as the insurance holocaust, and before the 
facts are again obscured in the heat of coming 
political campaigns, we would like to point out some­ 
thing to the credit of one of the principal figures 
in the Veterans Land episode. 
Attorney General John Ben Shepperd suffer­ 
ed a black eye for being an ex-officio member of 
the board on which the chief culprit sat as chair­ 
man and administrator. This is the board on which 
even Ken Towery, the newsman who uncovered 
the Veterans Land machinations, said 
J. 
Edgar 


Hoover could have sat without knowing anything 
was wrong. 
Unfortunately Shepperd s undeserved black eye 


obscured the fact that he led the most sweeping 
clean-up operation in the state s history, when it 
would have been a simple matter to cover up an y­ 
thing he wanted to hide by sitting still and letting 
local district attorneys piece the gigantic puzzle to­ 
gether as best they could. This would have meant 
their virtual failure. 
The Attorney General is not required by law to 


assume 
any 
responsibility 
for 
investigating 
or 


proscuting criminal matters. These are left to district 
and county attorneys where offenses occur. 
In the Veteran Land cases, the land was usual­ 
ly in one county, the veterans scattered in others 
far apart, and cases often had to be tried in still 
another because it was there that illegal money 
changed hands. Without central coordination to dig 
out widely scattered facts, piece them together and 
lay them in the hands of local prosecutors and grand 
juries, the job could not have been done. 
This function was aggressively assumed by the 


Attorney General, who was not required to do it, 
and by doing it he brought 
on 
himself 
more 


criticism than he would have received by doing 
nothing. 
In a letter to the Attorney General, District A t­ 
torney Jim W eatherby of Kerrville, now 38th Dis­ 
trict Judge, said: 
"I wonder if it might not have been better for 


you politically to have ’sat' on this matter, thus avoid­ 
ing a lot of the hullabaloo and criticism that fol­ 
lowed 
. 
. 
. 
You chose the difficult, but right, 
course 
. 
. 
. " 
DeWitt County Attorney W iley Cheatham, who 


with Ken Towery dug up the first facts of the land 
schemes, wrote Shepperd: 
” 1 shall alw ays feel that the assistance of . . . 


your office meant the difference between success 
and failure, for we on the local level did not have 
ample man power or the proper facilities to con­ 
duct an investigation of such enormous magnitude.” 


Like praises came from many others, including 


Bexar County Criminal District Attorney Hubert W . 
Green, who said: 
“ Since taking office I have been able to a p ­ 
preciate the tremendous 
work 
and 
investigation 


done by the Attorney General s office and the as­ 
sistance given by your office in the Grand Jury 
proceedings . . . ” 
Early in the investigation Shepperd brought in 


highly 
respected 
local 
prosecutors to 
head the 


Veterans Land division of his office with complete 
impartiality. District Attorney Bill Allcorn of Brown- 
wood, interim chief of the Criminal Section of that 
division, stated: 
"It would have been easy for 
the Attorney 


General not to have done anything, and the job 
of local prosecutors would have been much more 
difficult. Without the efforts of the Attorney Gen- 
erai s Office the gathering of scattered information 
on these complicated land deals would never have 
been possible. 


Jack Howerton s Cuero Record recently observ­ 
ed that 
Shepperd went all out to cooperate and 


bring all facts to light, covering up nothing. W e 
would like to join with the Record and a dozen- 
or-so other Texas newspapers to date, in asserting 
that John Ben Shepperd should be urged to a n ­ 
nounce for reelection. W e believe he has earned 
the confidence and respect of the people of Texas.
